DR. BEALE VS. THE STATE OF:PENNSVLVANIA. 

The Judgment of the Court of Oyer and Terminer 
Removed — Opinion by Chief Justice Lewis. 
The opinion in the case of Dr. Beale, vs. the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, which was 
argued some months since, was delivered by 
Chief Justice Lewis, at Bedford, Penn., during 
the deliberations of the court at that place last 
week. 

The following is an abstract of opinion, by 
which it will be seen the judgment of the court 
of oyer and terminer is reversed. 

1st. That in a criminal case the supreme court 
has no power to review the decisions of the 
court beiow in admitting or rejecting evidence, 
or in giving instructions to the" jury. Nor can 
we correct the errors of the jury in rendering a 
verdict contrary to, or without evidence. In 
such a case we may, as citizens, perform the 
common duties of humanity, by presenting our 
view to the Governor, who alone can grant relief. 
But as judges of the supreme court we have no 
more power to relieve the prisoner than "any 
other five citizens of th* State." 

2d. That the entry on the record that the jury 
was duly sworn, to try the guilt or innocence of 
the prisoner; 1 ' when fairly construed, means that 
they were sworn in the form prescribed by law. 
They could not be "duly" sworn in any other 
form. 

2d. The sentence to imprisonment generally 
without directing that it shall be "separate or 
solitary," is erroneous. It is also erroneous to 
superadd the term "hard" to the "labor" to be 
performed. The act of Assembly does r.ot re- 
quire it, and the court has no right to impose a 
severity not authorized by law. 

4lb. The .judgment is reversed, and the record 
remitted to the court of oyer and terminer, with 
directtons to sentence the prisoner according to 
law, as directed in the opinion of the supreme 
court. 

Judge Wentworth delivered a concurring opin- 
ion. 

Judges Lowrie and Knox also concurred with 
the Chief Justice. 

Judge Black dissented and was the only judge 
who was in favor of granting a new trial. 



Attempt at Highway Robbery — One Rob- 
ber Killed and Two Others Wounded. — On Sun- 
day night, about 8a o'clock, a bol l attempt was 
made by three Germans to rob a Swiss watch- 
peddler named Joseph Taylor, whom they had 
decoyed from New York to Hunter's Point, 
Queens county, near the Flushing railroad de- 
pot, which resulted in one of the robbers being 
killed and the other two wounded. It appears 
that the Germans induced the peddler to go with 
them, representing that they knew where he 
could dispose of his watches; in crossing a se- 
cluded place, they attacked him; while they 
were upon him, he drew a knife and managed 
to stab them all — one of them fatally; the other 
two then ran off. One of them was afterwards 
arrested and lodged in the station-house. He 
gave his name as Wm. Green, that of the man 
killed as Thayber Dyer, and that of the other 
who escaped as Charles Myers. 

Habeas Corpus for an Alleeged Stave. — 
At the instance of Attorney John Joliffe, a writ 
of habeas corpus was yesterday issued by the 
Probate Court, for a negro girl named Esther, 
15 years of age, alledged to be restrained cf her 
liberty, as a slave ou board the steamboat Re- 
liance, at the landing. The writ was served by 
aty Sheriff Hunt, who after visiting the boat 
out finding the object of his search, return- 
iie writ "not found."— Cin. Gaz. 

Cholera at Forest Retreat. — The Chol- 
era broke out at Forest Retreat, Nicholas coun- 
ty, Ky., on Friday night last, and since that time 
Ex Gov. Metcalfe and his .on-in-law, John P. 
Campbell, and a tervant man have died. 



Firemen's Riot. — The city was disgraced 
on Saturday night and the public peace flagrant 
ly violated by a riot between the adherents of 
several fire companies in the western part of the 
city. Ii seems that, by previous concert, the 
New Market and United companies were to at- 
tack the Mount Vernon Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany, to graafy some feeling of animosity be- 
tween them which has for some time past re- 
quired the utmost vigilance on the part of the 
police to prevent breaking out in riot. The 
New Market company, it is ?aid, gave a false 
alarm, to which the Mount Vernon responded; 
and that they came into collision on Franklin 
street, between Eutaw and Howard, when per- 
haps fifty pistol shots were discharged and brick- 
bats thrown in every direction, apparently with 
out any regard to consequence?. 

The contest lasted but a short time, but, brief 
as it was, it is amazing that there was not a 
greater destruction of human life. The number 
of the wounded is not accurately known. A 
young man by the name of Charles Ellis, a 
member of the United Company, received, it is 
supposed, a mortal shot accidentally, as the pis- 
tol was fired by a member of the same compa- 
ny. A young man by the name of Kemp also 
received, it is supposed, a fatal shot. It is sta- 
ted that he was only a looker-on, not a partic- 
ipant in the riot. It is supposed that there were 
some twenty persons wounded seriously whose 
names are not known. The rioting was not 
confined to the western s n, :rion of the city, nor 
to the two companies named. At the corner of 
Baltimore and High streets there * was a sharp 
encounter between the Vigilant and Lafayette 
companies, but they were separated by the 
prompt intervention of the police before any se- 
rious consequences resulted to either party. 
Another attempt at riot was made by the last- 
mentioned tympanies at 3 o'clock on Sunday 
morning, but it was also prevented. Several 
arrests have been made, and a further examina

The Fever at Norfolk.— Ministers desert- 
ing their Flocks— The Flight of Christians, $c. 

The Norfolk Argcs of Sit:n\i;iy 'bus alludes to 
the flight of the citizens of that place: 

So general and precipitate a flight as that 
which has recently taken place here, we never 
expected to witness. The thought of disease 
and sudden death, the knowledge of an existing 
pestilence, we know are appalling to sinful man, 
and an instinctive love of health aud life natu- 
rally hurries him away beyond the limits of the 
destroying agent to a purer atmosphere and a 
healthier clime. The strong man in his prime 
dreads the presence of an air that poisons the 
life-blood and kills in a day, and even the sin- 
cere christian feels solemn when he reflects up- 
on so sad a visitation from the great Being in 
whom he trusts and whom he loves. But should 
christians fly, too, from the danger, at the very 
time when their presence is most required? — 
when their words of advice, instruction, and 
camfort are so necessary? — when nursing and 
watching are so much needed? "1 was sick, 
and ye visited me not." 

Surely if there eve was a time when the true 
disciples of Christ should be active and in their 
line of duty in Norfolk, this is the time; for ve- 
rily, "the presence walketh in darkness and the 
destruction wasteth at noonday." Our friends, 
neighbors, and acquaintances are prostrated by 
disease — burning with fever and tortured with 
pains; and how important the soothing words 
of a christian at such a time! But among the 
most panic struck, the most alarmed, the most 
eager to hasten awav, there were hundreds of 
professors; and many indeed who are wont, in 
days of healthfulness, in times of happiness, 
peace, and prosperity, to make the loudest pro- 
fession, to assume the most grave and religious 
aspect, and to be most ready and forward to 
give words of reproof for delinquency, and ap- 
parently unchristian conduct. Do not some 
show, now, that they have a beam in their eye? 
There is a deep meaning in this conduct. 

Of the four or five members of the clergy who 
have hurried off, it may not become us to speak 
now. They know their duty Perhaps this is 
not the lime to indulge in vituperation; for al- 
though the disease is not as bad as reported, 
God's chastening hand is upon us. Our stores 
are nearly all closed; our streets are deserted; the 
dead and the dying are around us; except the 
rattle of the physician's coach, hearses, and 
hospital wagons, the silence in our streets is 
often absolutely oppressive. The frantic wail 
of the widow fairs dolefully on the ear; the 
piteous cry of the orphan rings out shrilly and 
dies away upon the night wind; friends are part- 
ing, perchance till the judgment; and the lamen- 
tation of the mother is heard, like "Rachel, 
weeping for her children, and refusing to be 
comforted because they are not." It is indeed 
a sad and gloomy time in our loved and devoted 
city; and how much the calamitous visitation 
is increased in its intensity, by the inconsiderate 
flight and absence of religious friends, and the 
deprivation of their consolatory instructions and 
prayers in the room where death claims and 
seizes his victims, we leave to the in. agination of 
the panic-strickeu Christian professed s, who 
have sought a more salubrious climate md a less 
dangerous location. 

We heard one of our ministers say, who has 
not proved recreant to the high and holy duties 
of liis office, and who goes willingly to the 
abodes of woe and death, that he found .1 wo- 
man whose husband had just died of the fever. 
She, too, was attacked, and no one was there 
to nurse and comfort her. He looked out and 
the neighbors had all gone — their doors and win- 
dows were closed. "Here," said she, "I must 
lie and die alone." And there was a boy with 
the black vomit, and no one but a young sister 
to attend him during the slow and sad hours of 
a long night of pain and sorrow. 

But some noble souls and great hearts are left, 
and th' ir recompense will be great. They shrink 
not fiom their duty. They breathe still the 
deadly breath of the pestilence; they pray for 
the sick and the dying, and whisper sweet word^ 
of faith and consolation in the ears of the suffer- 
ers, whose thanks and prayers and blessings 
will be remembered in time and in eternity; and 
if the faithful soldier of the Cross falls while 
doing his duty when most need»d he feels glo- 
riously and his reward will be unspeakable and 
eternal. 

The Norfolk Daily Transcript has resumed 
its publication. From its issue of Friday we 
learn: 

Notwithstanding the decrease in our popula- 
tion, probably not more than 1,500 or 2,000 
whites remaining in town, the fever continues 
with little if any abatement. About an equal 
number of new cases occur daily, and the deaths 
average from seven to ten. Dr. Maupin, whose 
practice is extensive, informs us that the sick- 
ness seems to be changing, and the fever, he 
thinks, is more of an intermittent character and 
less fatal than it has been. The panic in the 
community ha? subsided to a considerable ex- 
tent, and the few now left seem deposed to re- 
main and abide the consequences; ind»ed it is a 
matter of necessity. There appears to be no al- 
ternative, as we are almost wholly cut off from 
all communication and association with "the 
rest of mankind." But. while the doors of our 
sister towns and cities are closed against us, the 
hearts of many are open to our distresses. Lib- 
eral contributions have been forwarded for the 
relief of the poor and suffering in our midst, and 
our hearts are filled with gratitude to those who 
forgot us not in the time of our trials. 

Painful Casualty. — We learn that a young 
man by the name of Walter J. Lurty, of this 
county, was killed at Esculapia springs, in 
Lewis county, on Monday the 20th inst., by the 
accidental discharge of a gun in the hands of 
a young man by the name of William Walker, 
of Fleming.

Commerce is King.— The Louisiana Repub- 
lican has an article under this ostentatious 
heading, in which a position is assumed for 
commerce to which it is not properly entitled. 
We would not be understood to derogate from 
the importance of commerce, or the dignity of 
the merchants who conduct it, but we cannot 
refrain from an expression of the opinion that 
to elevate commerce to the kingly position is 
virtually to exalt the agtnt above the principal, 
and to place the creature over the creator. The 
real king, if in fact there is any such thing, is 
production. Without production society couid 

certainly true that the existence of agriculture 
manufactures, and commerce is essential to a 
perfect developement of human association and 
a full supply of human wants. No nation can 
rise to the first rank in wealth, power, and re 
fined civilization that does not possess each of 
these great agencies of man's progress. But it 
is absurd to place the element, that is naturally 
last in the scale, at the head. Commerce is de- 
fined to be a mutual exchange of commodities. 
Now it follows from this definition that the 
things to be exchanged must be produced before 
they can be exchanged; and therefore com- 
merce must be subordinate to production. The 
editor of the Republican says: 

England, although monarchical in its forms 
of government, admits it; for, truly, since edu- 
cation has made such rapid progress through 
civilized Europe, as well as this continent, the 
influence of commerce, in all its bearings, can- 
not be disguised. The intelligent merchant has 
taken the position of the feudal baron of olden 
times— wealth is not the essential property to 
uphold him; but honor and integrity are the 
bulworks of his nobility. The present state of 
affairs on the Western continent is evidence of 
the position herein assumed; for, without the 
aid of the commercial community the efforts of 
the Allies, with all their known courage, would 
prove futile. We therefore again repeat that 
Commerce is King. 

• We think that our New Orleans cotemporary 
would have been more accurate in his statement 
had he said that the Southern planter "had ta- 
ken the position of the feudal baron of olden 
times." As to honor and integrity*, they are 
qualities as important and as prevalent, 
in the classes of agriculturists and manu- 
facturers, as they are among merchants. 

The fact is that no class is king; they are all 
useful, none can be dispensed with, and each 
deserves to be represented in the political organi- 
zations of the country in the ratio of its con- 
sequence in the scale of social arrangements. 
In speaking of the failure of the mercantile in- 
terest to be properly represented in the Legisla- 
tive halls, the N. O. editor says: "We remember 
the period in this city when merchants were 
looked upon with respect; and, in accordance 
with their age and experience, tvith reverener. But 
since the political blast and blight produced by 
the veto of 1832, and its subsequent effects, mat- 
ters and things generally have changed; and in- 
stead of commerce being king, a new aris- 
tocracy has sprung up, and now the law- 
yers, so far as our midst is concerned, 
have become the true nobility of the land. 
And why should this state of things exist? 
Have we no merchants in our midst possessing 
sufficient mind and intellect to assume a posi- 
tion in our Legislative halls or in the Federal 
Congress, to represent the people of this portion 
of the Union?" 

Now this may be all true, and doubtless is 
rue, but where does the fault lie? Is it not the 
merchants themselves who are to blame? They 
have not only in New Orleans, but almost every- 
where else, surrendered the field of politics to 
lawyers and interlopers. Intent upon making 
money, they aie content to let others rule the 
State. If then the mercantile interest suffers 
from ignorant legislation, the merchants are not 
free from blame. In a mercantile community, 
able, practical merchants of established repu- 
tation would be placed in official stations if they 
would indicate a desire for official station; but 
this they rarely or never do, more especially in 
the Southern Sates. But this is not the case in 
TJew England. Some of the ablest, most use- 
ful, and effective representatives in Congress 
from the States of Massachusetts and New York 
have been merchants and manufacturers. The 
North as a general rule send practical wrrking 
men to the legislative halls, while the South is 
rather celebrated for sending thither talking 
men, fellows who can discourse three hours on 
a stretch upon the merest idle abstraction The 
consequence of this course is, that in all matters 
of public appropriations for great and useful 
works, the North manages to secure the money, 
while the South seems to be content with having 
got the best of the argument. We cannot con- 
sent to recognize commerce as king, or even as 
approaching to that elevated position, until it 
shall show that it is not only able, but willing to 
rule; it must step forward into the political are- 
na and do battle for its rights; it must vindicate 
its claims to distinction by showiDg to the world 
that it is conscious of its own importance, and ca- 
pable of impressing a conviction of conse- 
quence upon others. We know of no commer- 
cial community that needs a practical working 
representation in Congress more than New Or- 
leans. 



(jyThe Kingswood Tunnel, on the 
and Ohio Railroad, is 4,100 feet in length, cut 
through slate rock, the excavation^ieing 28 feet 
in width, to accommodate two tracks. The 
side-walls are of solid masonry, laid in cement, 
and extend ten feet above the tracks. About 
3,000 feet of the tunnel will require arching. 
For more than 2,000 feet the side walls are now 
completed and are being rapidly extended for 
the remaining 1,000 feet. The arch is to be 
composed of brick for the greater portion, and 
of iron for some 1,300 feet. The iron arching 
is already nearly completed, about 1,000 feet 
having been placed in the weakest and most 
troublesome parts of the work. The greater 
portion of the weak section of the tunnel which 
had been interrupting the business of the road 
during the month of July is embraced in this, 
and is now permanently secured. The iron 
castings which form the arch are in two pieces, 
each three feet wide, and strengthened by broad 
latitudinal ribs. Each piece weighs one ton, 
making some 900 tons of iron in the 1,300 feet. 
This forms a very substantial as well as a novel 
ceiling. 

B^T The Mexican correspondent of the New 
York Tribune gives some interesting particulars 
of the Texan connection with the revolution on 
the frontier. 

The rich planters in the neigho "•rhood of San 
Antonia, he says, sent an agent to Vidaurri with 
a proposition that if he will make a treaty guar 
anteeing the surrender of all fugitive slaves on 
the Mexican side, they in turn w ill reciprocate 
the act by returning all the Peons who escaped 
to Texas, and also to place 1,000 men at the 
disposal of Vidaurri, equipped and officered in 
the same manner as the regular troops of the 
United States, and bear all expenses until such 
troops shall arrive at any place Vidaurri may 
name. 

The Texans have already raised $200,000 for 
this purpose, and their agent has already had an 
interview with Vidaurri at Saltillo. 

The same writer states that Caravajal had a 
disagreement with Vidaurri, and retired in dis 
gust. The latter was about to march on the 
interiar as far as San Louis Potosi.

operation might endanger the child's life by af- 
fecting the spinal cord. It may prove of great 
inconvenience to the possessor in after life, as it 
will intrude upon the seat of honor.

000 — making the total public or national debt of 
the world to be £1,762,629,480.

Will Sebastopol be Taken?— The Inval 
ide Rufse, the Russian official organ, publishes 
a remarkable article, four columns long, under 
the heading: Will Sebastopol be Taken? Though 
free from braggadocio, it concludes with ex- 
pressing the conviction that the fortress is ira 
pregnable, though it confesses that the allies 
would have inev itably taken it had they assaulted 
it from the position they now occupy, on the mor 
row or the day they arrived there. It says that 
Sebastopol can replace one hundred dismounted 
guns in a night, or can exchange 50,000 fatigut d 
troops against 50,000 fresh troops; that the allies 
cannot, with double the force they can dispose 
or, cut off the communication by Perekop: that 
the Russian army, fighting for its country and its 
sovereign,is anii ated by a better spirit than is the 
heterogeneous mass of French, English, Turks, 
Egyptians, and Sardinians, contending for an 
abstract idea and for a confused interpretation 
of the duties of civilization; that four days 
after the tremendous bombardment of the 28th 
of March, Sebastopol was stronger than before; 
that at this moment the daily allied losses are 
greater and those of the garrison less than evei 
before. It goes on to show the tremendous 
preparations for the reception of the enemy, if 
it succeed in obtaining a momentary foothold. 
The Paris Constitutionnel affects to consider this 
article as a desperate effort to reassure the peo- 
ple of St. Petersburg, and offers as a reply to the 
question, will Sebastopol be taken? the senti 
ment that it will.

ADDITIONAL BY THE PACIFIC. 

New York, Aug. 22. 
The following was telegraphed from London 
to our Liverpool agent just as the steamer left: 
London, Saturday, 11 A. M.— The Invalidede 
Russe, of August 2d, publishes the Ru-sian gen- 
eral's report of the events before Kars to the 
11th ult.", l.ot so late by three days as the letters 
to Lapadegge, and two days earlier than the at- 
tempted attack on the town. 

Gen. Mourinoff pretends to be besieging the 
town, but he appears to be looking about the 
city picking up odd oxen and horses, while 
waiting to learn something of advantage. Kars 
is not invented. 

The Journal of St. Petersburg says that on 
July 13th a gunboat carrying the British flag 
appeared before Otchakoff and threw a num- 
ber of shells into the Russian batteries. 

Otchakoff commands, together with Kithbaum, 
the straits by which the Denieper communicates 
with the Black Sea, and must be passed on the 
way to Nichaloff and Kherson. The boat re- 
ferred to was probably taking soundings. 

The Official Russian contains an account of a 
third bombardment of Genitchi, on the 18lh, 
by three guriboats and two screw steamers. The 
stores of straw near the shore were set on fire 
and some horses burnt up. Prince Lavanoff, 
who was in command, withdrew his troops in 
good order to avoid loss; and thus, says the Jour- 
nal de St. Petersburg, Genitchi was exposed al- 
most defenseless to a third bombardment. 

The allies, after destroying with impunity 
farmers' and fishermen's huts on the shore, 
drew near the city vacated by the troops and 
abandoned by the inhabitants and directed their 
artillery at the temple of God, built in the place, 
and upon which they concentratad their fire. 
Toward 9 o'clock a shell, which was thrown 
upon the church, burst off the roof and caused 
a fire from which the belfrey alone escaped. 

On July 20th the two steamers and two gun- 
boats, keeping Genitchi in sight, put to sea. 

The Patre says that private despatches have 
been received that the allies i ave operated with 
success against Revel. No despatch, however, 
has been received confirming this. 

The Austrian Gazette states that advices have 
been received from Bucharest to the 18th, that 
the Aga or common police magistrate of that 
city has been dismissed in consequence of com- 

fdaints on the part of foreigners tnere, especial- 
y the Russian Consul General. 

Poland — The Czar (?) of Cracow states that 
preparations for the new levy in Poland are 
carried on with great activity. The standard of 
hFight is lowered and it is very difficult to ob- 
tain exemption. This is the fifth levy in that 
country within the ldst two years. 

The Invalide de Russe,of August 1st, publish- 
es Prince GortchakofPs report of military ope- 
rations from the 22ud to the 28th of July. The 
Prince affirms that the whole of his artillery 
often silences the enemies batteries and drives 
their men from the trenches. 

The Journal de Frankfort says that the Aus- 
trian Government has remonstrated with the 
King of Naples, and blames hire for the conse- 
quences which may issue from the errors of his 
ministry. 

London, Aug. 10— Evening. — The English 
funds to-day show increased firmness and a rise 
of 5 per cent., owing to tha favorable weather. 

New York, Aug. 22. 

About noon to-day a gravel train of platform 
cars while backing up from Fordham to Will- 
iamsbridge ran over an ox throwing five cars off 
the track and making a complete wreck of 
them. Two men were killed and three others 
were so injured that they cannot recover.
